He 
‘also demanded the enforcement of 
martial law and the expulsion’ from 
the army of all politically dubious ele- 
ments—particularly Nazi symathisers.

THE BIG QUESTION 


The first basic decision must - be 
made on the basis of right and wrong, 
but beyond that point is the big ques- 
tion as to whether. the United States’ 
is ready to assume the responsibility’ 
for dictating the terms which give ap- 
plication to the answers as to right 
and wrong. In other words, is the 
United States reaching - the point of 
assuming responsibility for putting 
the Far Eastern house in order? 

We do not overlook the fact that the 
vehicle through which the American 
policy finds expression is economic, 
that it is a trade treaty that is up for 
renewal. Buf let us not forget that 
military interests and action are in- 
volved in the “request” suggested for 
presentation to -Japan. In other 
words the American procedure in- 
volves a tie-up of the economic and 
the military factors. 

At first glance one would ‘assume 
that the Japanese would have to value 
her programme in Chnia above her 
trade with the United States, whicn 
would mean that if given the choice 
between withdrawing the armies of 
conquest from China and losing the 
right to trade with the United States 
the answer would have to be in favour 
of continuing in China. That would 
be the case no doubt about Jt 

. if the prospects were favourable 
for success {n China. Therefore the 
feeler from Washington must be con- 
sidered to carry a strong hint of ad- 
mission of failure in China, It is lo- 
gical to assume that Washington is 
watching every indication or hint from 
Tokyo and elsewhere in the Far East 
so to the lay of the land and the turn 
of events in this connection. 

It is interesting to note that. from 
Moscow comes the allegation, printed 
in a Soviet official organ, that the 
American action in terminating the 
trade treaty with Japan was designed 
to get a free hand in China for the 
United States, that the move was so

London, To-day. 
The silence of the Admiral- 
ty regarding the successes 
claimed by Germany in 
Saturday’s “tip and run” 
raids on British shipping 
causes no surprise in inform- 


ed London circles. 

It is recognised here that the Ger- 
man claims include the usual ex- 
aggerations made in: the hope — that 
specific contradictions will reveal 
much desired information. 

It is pointed out that unlike sub- 
marines, acroplanes have no oppor- 
tunity of staying in the vicinity and 
verifying damage inflicted, and at the 
best, pilots’ reports can only give im- 
pressions obtained in a very short 
space of time. 

This disability is probably accen- 
tuated in the case of German bom- 
bers whose crews wisely show no in- 
clination to await the arrival of Bri- 
tish Nghters. 

The return to port of some, and 
news of the continuation of the voy- 
age of others, of the ships attacked 
is, meanwhile, offering convincing 
evidence of the gross exaggeration 
of the German claims.—British Wire- 
less.

North of Viborg, To-day. 


THE RED ARMY DIVISIONS which were supposed to 
conquer most of Finland before Christmas have now been 
forced into the indignity of constructing defensive positions 
— what might be called the initial phases of .a “Molotov 


Line.” 


According to sources commanding great respect, 


the Russians are digging in between the Viborg-Leningrad 
railroad and Muolaa and between Muolaa and Lake 


Suvanto. 


In other words, directly opposite the entire cen- 


tre of the Finns’ Mannerheim Line. 


This new, almost startling, develop- 
ment marks a new phase in the 
Russo-Finnish war. As yet its full 
meaning is not clear. The seventh 
Red Army corps on the Isthmus may 
be constructing defensive fortifications 
for the duration of the winter, or may 
be building strong lines which would 
facilitate offensives elsewhere on a 
sull larger scale. 

In any case it is noteworthy that 
the Soviet forces have been compelled 
to abandon purely offensive _ tactics 
on the very front where their heaviest 
und most relentless drives have been 
launched repeatedly for over a month. 
It may be equally important that the 
Reds as yet are only _ barricading 
themselves behind trenches, tank- 
traps and pill-boxes in the heart of 
the isthmus. Unless they proceed to 
construct and extend this Molotov 
Line all the way across, it will not 
be possible for the Soviets to hold 
the centre with reduced forces and 
to concentrate much heavier ---troops 
and materials for drives against 
elther of the western wings of the 
Mannerheim Line. 

On the eastern flank, Lake Suvanto 
and the Taipale River constitute a 
strong natural position for the Finns. 
On the western side of the Karelian 
Isthmus the Soviets made most pro- 
gress, and the terrain-is- less -favour- 
able for the Finns. One wonders 
therefore whether the Reds may be 
preparing for an unprecedented drive 
in the direction of Viborg. 


Meanwhile, the Russian divisions 
on the isthmus have considerably im- 
proved their fighting methods and 
show recent signs of having learnt 
some elementary lessons from the 
severe punishment which the Finnish 
troops inflicted on them in.the first 
month of the war. As a result it Is 
now possible to give more authentic 
information regarding the military 
tactics employed by the Russians on 
the Isthmus and also regarding some 
weapons they are using extensively. 

NEW SHELLS 


Almost nightly since just before 
Christmas the Soviet long-range 


artillery hsa been bombarding 

Viborg, Finland’s third targest 

city, now a seaport which Is al- 

most uninhabited. {t has been 
established that this mysterious 
artillery consists of four or five 
specially constructed eight-inch 
naval guns. They are moveable 
and thelr positions are changed 
dally. They fire what is described 
as a new type of aerodynamic 

projectite which Is shaped like a 

pine cone, giving additional carry- 

Ing power to the shells, 

So far, more than 80 of these pro- 
jectiles have been hurled at Viborg 
from a distance of 20 miles. Since 
their explosive strength ts _ limited 
they have not yet caused any ex- 
cessive amount of damage. The guns 
are fired at ‘shifting points between 
Viborg, the Lennigrad railroad and 
the Kasen river. 


The Russian infantry attacks which 
at first were in mass formation and 
extremely ‘amateurish~- have greatly 
improved in this sector. The ma- 
jority of the Soviet troops are «still 
badly trained, but elite Red shock 
troops are now mixed in with them. 
As yet the shock troops are not 
numerous. Consequently, they are 
shifted from one sector to another 
and thrown in as a spearhead for ad- 
vance’ wherever new — attacks” -are 
launched. The shock troops do not 
advance in mass formation like in- 
experienced conscripts, but Finnish 
soldiers say they have not shown 
any capacity for disciplined fire, even 
though they carry first class rifles 
equipped with telescopic sights. 

In the first weeks of the war the 
Soviet tanks advanced without  in- 
fantry support. Now the infantry 
goes with them and the Red Tank 
Corps, after enormous losses, operates 
with far greater prudence than pre- 
viously. The types of tanks used by 
the Soviets are Christie Vickers, 
Renault and Ford — all manufactured 
in Russia—and a fifth type, a 33-ton 
giant, which is said to have been 
developed by the Russfans themselves.

Lt. Joseph Petrosino was one of the. 


cleverest and most resourceful men 
on the New York detective force 
His skill had detected more than one 
murderer and sent him to the electric 
choir.

Lieutenant Petrosino, hearing of 
Carbone’s protestations, went to the 
death house in Sing Sing and had a 
long interview with him. He left 
convinced that Carbone was an inno- 
cent man.

The detective next found two per- 
sons who had witnessed the fist fight 
One was a messenger boy, the other 
a watchman. Both said that just 
before Brogno had dropped to the 
sidewalk a man had emerged from the 
shadow of a doorway and_ stabbed 
Brogno in the back. Carbone, intent 
on the fight, had not seen the new- 
comer. 

With these two leads Petrosino 
started in search of the suspect. He 
traced him to Jersey City, to Pitts- 
burgh, to Milton, Del., to Nova Scotia, 
finally to Baltimore. The fugitlve was 
arrested there and the detective gave 
him fn. all-night examination. As 
dawn appeared Ceremella cried out: 

“Stop, stop! | can't stand any 
more. I’m willing to tell the whole 
story.” 

He did so and made a signed con- 
fession. With this and the two wit- 
nesses. Petrosino made a_ record- 
breaking journey to Sing Sing and 
ceached the prison just as they were 
making Carbone reagy for that Jast 
journey. 

The execution was halted and ‘after

London, To-day. 
The 9,874-ton Canadian Pacific 
liner Beaverburn has been tor- 
pedoed and sunk in the Atlantic. 
The Beaverburn was built In 

1927 and was specially strengthen- 

ed for navigation in ice. Her 

twin screws were driven by six 
steam turbines. 

The Beaverburn was sunk off the 
south-west coast yesterday. She is re- 
gistered in London as a cargo liner, 
and carries a crew of 70. 

It is believed some survivors have 
been picked up by other ships. — 
Reuter. 

LONDON STEAMER LOST 
London, To-day. 

The 1,000-ton London steamer Portlet 
struck a mine and foundered In the 
North Sea yesterday.
